Bets off for 
bookmaker 

A BETTING shop has been refused 
licence to operate in Greenwich, 

writes Rod Kitson. 

Coral bookmakers applied for a permit 
for premises at 279-283 Greenwich High 
Road, but was turned down because of 
its proximity to a medical centre that 
helps people with addictions - including 
gambling. 

The decision is the first of its kind in 
Greenwich since the introduction of the 
Gambling Act in 2005, and one of the first 
in London. 

A licensing committee rejected the 
application on March 19, on the grounds 
of protecting children and vulnerable 
people from being harmed or exploited by 
gambling. 

Historically it has been difficult for local 
authorities to prove betting shops have a 
negative effect on an area. 

Councils have struggled to reject 
applications on the grounds of two key 
objectives of the 2005 act: protection 
of children and vulnerable people, and 
'preventing gambling from being a source 
of crime or disorder, being associated with 
crime or disorder, or being used to support 
crime'. 

Coral made the application in January, and 
has until April 1 4 to appeal the decision. 
Councillor Maureen O'Mara, the royal 
borough's cabinet member for community 
safety and the environment said: "This 
is a great result, but it is frustrating that 
licensing law does not allow the committee 
to take into account the number of betting 
shops already in the borough. 

"Ultimately these issues can only be 
resolved by a change in national legislation."

A MARATHON cycle challenge 
sees four Plumstead firemen 
honour the memory of a friend 
and fellow fire-fighter who passed 
away last year. 

Alan Thomas (pictured below), served 
at three Greenwich fire stations during 
two decades in the service, before he 
lost a battle with pancreatic cancer in 
December. He was just 49 years old. 

His best friend Roy King, and three 
pals from white watch at the station 
on Lakedale Road are riding from John 
O ’Groats to Land’s End for charity 
on April 23. 

“Alan’s wife Sarah came 
up with the idea 
doing something to 
pay back the hospice 
which cared for him, 
because it had done 
so much,” said Roy, i 
who’s joined on the 
ride by friends Rob 
Gourley, Terry Rea 
and Ray Burt. “Rob 
came up with the idea 
of doing a bike ride to 
raise money.” 

They aim to complete the 
1,000-mile journey in just nine 
days. Terry said: “Devon’s meant to 
have the worst hills, and most people 
do the route the other way round. We’re 
doing it the hard way by all accounts 
- it’s not all downhill like I thought it 
would be!” 

The quartet have been riding 60 
miles a day between the fire station 
and Gravesend - home to the Ellenor 
Lions Hospice which gives free care to 
patients and is run as a charity. 

Having road-raced through Italy, Rob 
is best prepared for the 100-mile-a-day 



challenge, while Terry is the newest 
rider. 

Rob said: “There’s a couple of dual 
carriageways we have to go on, but it’s 
mainly A-roads. It’s just under 1,000 
miles. Terry’s been doing really well, 
but he says when he gets to Land’s End 
he’s going to give his bike away to the 
nearest kid.” 

Terry: “I’ll see how I feel! I’ve fallen 
off it quite a few times - 1 found it hard 
to getting used to being clipped into 
the pedals. My top speed? Depends on 
the hill - probably about two miles an 
hour!” 

The four have already raised more 
than the £6,000 target - now they are 
hoping to break £8,000.

Housing benefit 
aits for people 
with 'spare' rooms 


THE government has now 
implemented welfare reforms 
which mean council and 
housing association tenants 
will lose a large chunk of 
their housing benefit from 
April 1 if they are not making 
full use of their bedrooms - 
and leaving them ‘spare’. 

In the borough that means 
an average loss of £726 a 
year in benefit for people 
with one unused bedroom, 
and £1,296 for two unused 
bedrooms. Nearly 2,000 
people with a disability 
may be affected locally. 

It’s all part of new 
government rules that 
mean council tenants and 
housing association tenants 
will have their housing 
benefit cut if their home 
is considered too large for 
their needs. The new rules 
only apply to people of 
working age. Pensioners 
are not affected. 

Housing Benefit will be 
based on the number of 
bedrooms each household 


needs. The new rules allow 
one bedroom for: 

• a couple (married or 
unmarried) 

• any person aged 16 or 
over 

• two children under 16 of 
the same sex 

• any two children aged 
under 10 

• any other child (other 
than a foster child or 
child whose main home is 
elsewhere) 

• people who need an 
overnight carer. 

The changes affect all 
working-age housing 
benefit claimants who are 
considered to have one or 
more extra bedrooms in 
their council or housing 
association home. This 
includes separated parents 
who share the care of their 
children, families where 
young children have a small 
bedroom each and disabled 
people who have their home 
specially adapted for their 
needs. 


In some circumstances, 
the royal borough may 
be able to assist with 
Discretionary Housing 
Payments to help with the 
shortfall. 

The royal borough has 
written to all tenants who 
will be affected by the 
change. 

The royal borough has 
also launched a £6m 
package of initiatives to 
support residents affected 
by the welfare reforms.

"Children did their own research and

player Andy Barrow and Bethany 
Hamilton, the surfer who lost her arm 
in a shark attack," said Marie. 

Bobbie - pictured with the other 
Nelson made at the school - told 
GT:"I felt happy and excited about 
getting the award. I was a little bit 
embarrassed because I was chosen 
out of everyone, but it still felt good! 

"I will always try my best and never 
give up. Once I say I'm going to do 
something. I'm going to do it!" 

How has Bobbie remained so cheerful 
over the past three years? "I sort of 
forget about it because I know I'm 
better now. My mum, dad and best 
friend Nicole have helped me forget 
about it! We keep the award on the 
TV stand in the living room because 
everyone goes in there."

Fearless Rachel heads for the Everest Base Camp

RACHEL Kirby took part in 
last year’s Race for Life on 
Blackheath and admits she 
got a bit puffed out going up 
Vanbrugh Hill for the start. 

But it couldn’t have put her 
off because her latest project 
in four weeks’ time is... 
climbing Mount Everest. 

She’ll be one of 200 people 
trekking to Everest Base 
Camp to study people’s ability 
to adapt to low levels of oxygen 
at high altitude. 

The research is to help 
develop treatments for 
critically ill patients in 
intensive care. 

“I’m not a very fit person at 
all but it‘s not about fitness, it’s 
about how different types of 
people react to these extreme 
tests,” said Rachel, who lives 
in Greenwich. 

“Some people can be 
extremely fit at sea level but 
actually struggle at altitude. 
That’s why they’re taking 



lots of different types of 
people, including children and 
identical twins.” 

Thirty-year-old Rachel 
works in marketing at The 
London Clinic where all the 


trekkers had numerous tests 
at sea level, and these will be 
compared to the results at 
altitude. 

She leaves for Xtreme 
Everest2 - sponsored by 
The London Clinic 
and organised 
by University 
College London 
Hospital - in 
Nepal on April 
6. “Two days 
trekking will 
be followed 


because if you ascend too 
quickly you will definitely be 
ill. I’m very nervous and my 
family is a bit concerned but 
I’m determined to do it. I think 
you have, try something you 
don’t think you can do in life. 

“I’ve joined the Arches 
Leisure Centre and have been 
doing some exercises and 
swimming to get a bit fitter.” 

At 17,660 feet, Everest Base 
Camp is actually higher than 
Kilimanjaro - about 25 Canary 
Wharf towers.

Tackling TB 

Public health experts launch 
new campaign as cases rise 


PUBLIC health experts 
have launched a new 
campaign in the fight 
against TB after an 
increase in cases in the 
borough. 

Greenwich usually sees 
about 120 new cases a year 
but last year there were 
nearly 150 cases. Figures 
were released for World TB 
Day on March 24. 

Council health experts 
say cases of tuberculosis 
are a cause for concern 
and are advising residents 
to be aware of four key 
symptoms: a cough for 
longer than three weeks 
- especially with a fever, 
weight loss and loss of 
appetite could be a sign of 
TB, they say. 

In about half of all cases, 
TB is infectious and can 
be spread to others but 
TB treatment is free and 
anyone concerned is urged 
to visit the doctor. 

Over the last two years, 
NHS Greenwich and the 



Community TB team 
have worked with the 
local community to raise 
awareness of the signs and 
symptoms and encourage 
people to visit their GP 
promptly. 

Health professionals 
have worked with the 
community to produced new 
information materials in 


different languages aimed 
at all ages (pictured). 
They have also put 
together a package for use 
in language schools that 
teach English language 
skills and are developing 
new projects including 
a TV documentary, TB 
screening programmes in 
communities at particular 
risk, and are working with 
colleges and universities 
to raise awareness among 
staff and students. 

Dr Nike Arowobusoye, a 
public health consultant in 
Greenwich said: “We have 
observed an increase in 
the numbers this year and 
we must remain focused 
in our efforts to reduce the 
numbers of new cases of 
TB. This is a preventable 
and curable infection, but 
it can be serious without 
early diagnosis and 
treatment. We have been 
focusing on helping people 
recognise TB early and go 
for treatment but we have 
a long way to go.”

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Anti-graffiti volunteers wipe out 1 350 defacements in 201 2 

All washed up! 
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Myles, Harold, 
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Richard and 
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Meg get ready 
for another 
clean up event 
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by Hilary Bryan 

THE writing’s off the wall 
for graffiti vandals across the 
borough. 

A task force of community 
volunteers is making a whitewash 
of their attempts to tag 
neighbourhood locations and more 
taggers are downing their spray 
cans. 

That’s the claim of the West 
Greenwich Graffiti Removal 
K Group which cleaned more than 
\ 1300 defacements last year. 

The umbrella group includes 
members of community and 
residents associations who run 
graffiti clean-ups of public 
spaces. 

* The group meets twice 
a year to get support and 
share information with the 
council’s Cleansweep team. 
Their latest figures show 
they cleaned 1,350 daubings 
throughout 2012. 

Blackheath volunteer 
Richard Dinkeldein, said: 
“The sooner we get it off 
the better and after two or 
three goes they give up! Our 
message to people is to report 
it if you see it. Don’t think 
there’s no point because it’ll 
only reappear.” 

His wife Meg added: “People 
used to tell us we were wasting 
our time but now they tend to say 
‘good for you’. There are many 
places we’ve cleaned where it 
hasn’t come back.” Greenwich 
Society volunteer co-ordinator 
Harold Marchant said: “It takes a 
long time to change a culture but 
it’s not the done thing to do now.” 

The residents’ task force grew out 
of a council-run graffiti removal 
session in 2001. “We learned 
about getting graffiti off various 
surfaces and felt empowered to do 
it for ourselves,” explained Meg. 
“Over the years people from other 
residents associations joined us 
and we formed the West Greenwich 


Graffiti Removal Group in 2008.” 

Each neighbourhood group has 
a team of volunteers and works 
in its own way - some do regular 
clean ups while others go out when 
needed: 

Richard said: “We have a dozen 
active volunteers who go out for 
a couple of hours on the first 
Saturday of the month and it’s 
amazing what you can do in that 
time.” 

Myles Dove, organiser of the 
Westcombe Society, said: “There 
are often mixed messages about 
graffiti but any defacement on 
somebody else’s property without 
their permission is criminal 
damage.” 

He’s particularly proud of 
volunteers’ efforts in the run up 
to London 2012. “We cleaned shop 
shutters which were on the route 
of the Olympic torch, and during 
the Games there was a lot less 
tagging - perhaps because there 
were so many people about.” 

Clean-up groups work closely 
with the royal borough which 
supplies gels, liquids, graffiti wipes 
and gloves while the groups supply 
hi- vis jackets. 

“The council is very supportive. 
We have gone out with the official 
Greenwich graffiti squad, we’ve 
joined graffiti cleaning workshops 
and there’s an annual thank you 
reception for volunteers,” said 
Meg. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
the environment and community 
safety, said: “We are very grateful 
to the many community volunteers 
who complement the work of staff 
in maintaining the environment 
across the royal borough. It is 
about working in partnership 
with residents and we are happy to 
support anyone who wants to play 
a part in keeping the borough clean 
and green.”

DOING THE TOWN: Poundtown players get their money's worth 


Poundtown 

measures 

austerity 

THE annual take-over of Greenwich Theatre 
by students from Corelli College offered a 
new and typically challenging play about 
"poverty, opportunity and revenge". 

It was the fifth collaboration with the 
theatre by the Kidbrooke Theatre Company 
based at the college and a quick glance at the 
cast showed, amazingly, that eight students 
were performing in their first play for Corelli. 

It would have been impossible to tell 
which ones they were, such was the vibrant 
togetherness of the ensemble, and it 
was incredible that two of them - Year 13 
Ayteen Manyera's mayor and Year 1 1 Mihiali 
Mnqanqeni's vicar - had leading, demanding 
roles, proving that something special goes 
into these productions before they arrive at 
Crooms Hill. 

Poundtown is Manningford, where no one 
has anything and nothing ever happens - 
until former resident and now the richest man 
in the world, Maximillian Ehks ("X") turns up 
with his 98p Shop (and 97p Shop for extra 
value) and a £20million plan to save the town, 
10 for the council and 10 to be shared by the 
people (about 19 grand each). 

There's a catch, of course. It turns out that 
Maxi had had his fingers cut off dipping 
into the biscuit tin by Manningford's greatly 
revered and recently departed Jimmy 
Strawberry, who ran the town's orphanage. 
Now Maxi's minimum, in return for the dosh, 
are fingers cut off from all the town's under 
16s. 

Maxi was played by Billy Beswick, Corelli's 
star of recent years - who's off to Oxford to 
study Chinese. He breezed through the part, 
though perhaps it would have been more 
memorable for the rest of us if his last role 
had been one that stretched him more. 

Satire, if it's not brilliant, can too easily and 
too often topple over into cynicism, and 
Poundtown suffered from that. The lone hero, 
Peter Sickly - very well played by Kurt Gordon 
- was predictably inarticulate in his flat cap, 
and it was pretty obvious that everyone else, 
including the caring mayor, caring vicar and 
caring parents, would all eventually see the 
point in swapping their children's fingers for 
fivers. 

There were some brilliant bits - stump jazzle 
instead of nail varnish and high twos instead 
of high fives - but playwright Ben Hales' 
targets, like cheap laughs at chavs, were a bit 
too easy to hit. Going on press night, I also 
missed the raucous camaraderie of a Corelli 
night packed with friends and family. 

Maybe next year the country's first 
co-operative college could try something 
a little more optimistic and uplifting as we 
try to dump that diabolical euphemism, 
austerity. 6/10 PC

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free at either The Eltham or Woolwich Centre or 
a local library.
